Ttis not only remarkable but in-
structive, as giving such aclear insight
into the affuirs of the republican .pﬂ.rty
in this State.

The institution is becoming
overcrowded, and always was a heavy
expense. Tbhe appropriation has been
brought down, however, nearly fifty
per cent. since the first year of Denuis,
That is something, but the men ave
generally capable of work ; some have
trades, and all, even the women, (asit
seems there are, unhappily, some of
that sex there,) will be benefitted by
being employed. The able-bodied
men should bLe hired out to railroad
contractors, and made to contribute
something to public improvemonts,
A considerable number might be em-
ployed temporarily in putting the
streets of Columbia in tolerable plight.
They are now in a disgraceful condi-
tion in many places.—fegister.

Flogging Unworthy of the Teacher.

Montaigne, speaking of the coll
of his day, says, ‘“They are mere j:fle:
where imprisoned youths are taugh£
to be debauched by being punished for
It before they are so. Do but come In
when they are about their lessons,
and you shall hear nothing but the
outeries of boys under execution, and
drunk
with fury. A very pretty way thia to
tempt these tender and timorous souls
to love their book! leading them on
with a furicus countenance, and a rod
in hand!”

Itis this practice of flogging chil-
dren that has made nearly every L
writer denounce or ridicule the school-
master. It isthe only ignoble work
in the teacher’'s round of duty. If
this practice were universally disecon-
tinued, the teaching profession would
rise in dignity and self-respect in a
manner to almost make the heads of
its member, dizzy. Children may de-
serve punishment in school and out of
it, butit is no more the teacher’s duty
to inflict such punishment than it is
liis* business to reconstruct all the
scolding wives and lazy husbands of
his school district. Itis the duty of
cvery one to do all the good he can in
the world ; but the more diligently a
man attends to liis own buslnesss, the
more good he will do. The teacher's
business is teaching, and the more he
flogs his pupils, the more ho does not
attend to his own business. When we
make pupils and patrons understand
that we can not be hired or provoked
to whip the former, at least children
will come to school as their elders will
go-to chureli, with the thought of
good behavior in mind ; not as if the
were on thelr way to a picnic for a frol-
ie, certainly, and a row, Il possible,
Anirritable teacher isa sort of natural
curiosity to children, -and delight in
stirring him tup, even, at the price of a
flogging now and then, from the same
disposition that prompts them to poke
wild animals with sticks at a show.
Brothers and sisters, let us be teach-
ers, not thrashing machines! Divis-
ion of lubor iy a device to civilization.
It is only among barbarians that
jucks-of-all-trades make money* Bo,
if we cannot be atoncoe the father and
mother and priest and doctor and  tai-
lor and dressmnker and nursemaid
and teacher of ench and every one of
our pupils, let us fill our oftice, and fill
it well, Let the parents fewl and
chastise them,  If they are not com-|
petent to do the latter, we are not in
fault ; we did not establish the rela-|
tionghip between them.  Let the doe-
tor take care of their bodies, the priest
of their souls, TLet the tailor make|
